GRAND LODGE. 

1. The Grand Lodge of Ancient Free 
AND Accepted Masons of Scotland is com* 
posed of the Grand Master Mason, all Past 
Grand Masters, Grand Master Depute, Sub- 
stitute Grand Master, Provincial and District 
Grand Masters, Past Provincial and District 
Grand Masters, Proxy Colonial and Foreign 
District Grand Masters (in the absence of 
such Foreign and Colonial District Grand 
Masters), Senior Grand Warden, Junior Grand 
Warden, Grand Secretary, Grand Treasurer 
and the Master and Wardens, or in their 
absence the Proxy Master and Proxy Wardens, 
of each Daughter Lodge. 

2 . The Members and Office-Bearers must 
be Master Masons, whose names have been 
recorded in the Books of Grand Lodge, and 
who are subscribing members of a Lodge 
holding under the Scottish Constitution.

He shall, 
through the Grand Secretary, transmit, without 
delay, to the parties or Lodges sending re- 
mittances, the proper receipts or vouchers for 
the same. No Accounts shall be paid by him 
except such as have been previously authorised 
by the Finance Committee, and then only upon 
cheques signed by its Chairman, and counter- 
signed by the Grand Treasurer. He shall at 
the end of each financial year (last Thursday 
in November) prepare a complete Abstract of 
the Accounts in the form approved by Grand 
Lodge, to be submitted within ten days there- 
after, along with the books and vouchers, to 
the Auditor appointed to audit the same.

No brother being in arrear of his 
contributions to Grand Lodge, or whose Lodge 
is any way in arrear, can be elected or take 
his seat and vote as a* member of Grand 
Committee.

cation in February of each year. 

91. The manner of nomination and election Nonunation and

In the circular intimating the Quarterly Com- 
munication for November annually, a para- 
graph shall be introduced, reminding members 
of Grand Lodge that the election of members 
of Grand Committee in room of those who 
retire falls to take place at the Quarterly Com- 
munication in February. It shall be further 
Stated that any qualified members of Grand 
Lodge wishing to nominate a brother for 
election shall • send to Grand Secretary a 
writteh i^Omination on or before the 15 th day 
of January ; such nomination paper shall state 
his full name, name and number of his Motlrer 
Lodge, names and numbers of all Lodges with 
which he is in active membership, his Masonic 
rank in these Lodges, the name and number of 
the Lodge for which he is a proxy and his rank 
as such ; also the names and designations of his 
proposer and seconder. Grand Secretary 
shall thereafter mak) up a list of brethren who 
have been duly proposed, and issue it with the 
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circular calling the Quarterly Commi^ication 
for February. The election shall be by show 
of hands. Grand Secretary shall intimate 
by circular, annually, between loth and 15th 
December, to the members of Grand Com- 
mittee who fall to retire from office in the 
following month of February, the fact of their 
having so to retire, and that should they desire 
to become candidates for re-election, their 
nomination papers, signed by two members of 
Grand Lodge,, must be lodged with Grand 
Secretary not later than 15th January.

92 . Grand Committee shall annually 
appoint the following Standing Committees, 
viz : — 

(a) Finance Committee, consisting of seven 
of its own number, three to be a quorum, and 
not more than two to be resident in one Pro- 
vince. The Finance Committee sl^{ill^meet 
monthly, and at other times when necessary. 
The whole of the financial income of Grand 
Lodge, from whatever source. Benevolent and 
Annuity Funds included, shall come under the 
direct supervision of the Finance Committee, 
and no individual Brother, Trustee or Com- 
mittee shall be allowed to operate upon any 
fund or accovmt belonging to Grand Lodge, 
unless sanctioned by said tFinance Committee 
and approved by Grand* Committee or Grand 
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Lodge p and any brother or Committee operat- 
ing on the above shall be boxmd to refund the 
sums affected thereby. Cheques drawn on the 
bank account shall be signed by the Chair- 
man of this Committee monthly before they 
are paid by the bank. The Cash Book of Cash book to 
Grand Lodge shall be regularly and correctly monthly, 
entered up and balanced monthly by Grand 
Treasurer, and together with the Auditor’s 
statement submitted to the Committee at each 
meeting. It shall be the duty of the Finance 
Committee to see that all sums of money 
received on behalf of Grand Lodge have been 
duly credited in said Cash Book, and that the 
balance as then shown is correct and ac- 
counted for. 

(^) A Hall and Buildings Committee, con- H.-1II and 
sisting of seven of its number, whose duty 
shall •be to see that all contracts for work 
have been duly executed, — attend to the letting 
of the Hall and other property, — and, gener- 
ally, to take the care and management of 
the whole property. Three .ihall form a 
quorum. 

(f) A Bye-Laws Committee, consisting of Bye-Laws, 
seven of its number, whose duty shall be to 
revise all bye-laws sent to Grand Secretary 
previous to their bling submitted to Grand 
Committee. Three shall form a quorum. 
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{d) A Foreign and Colonial Committee, to 
which questions a£Fecting the interest of the 
Scottish Craft in Foreign countries and the 
Colonies may be referred for investigation, and 
report to Grand Committee. The Committee 
to consist of seven ; three to form a quorum. 

(^) A Petitions, Complaints, and Appeals 
Committee, to which cases of dispute arising 
between Lodges and members of the Craft 
may be remitted for inquiry, and report to 
Grand Committee. The Committee to consist 
of seven ; three to form a quorum. 

(/) A Visitation Committee, consisting of 
twelve of its number, three to be a quorum, 
whose duty shall be to visit annually the Lodges 
in the Metropolitan District, examine their 
books, and inquire into their mode of working, 
and report to Grand Committee. 

(/) A Museum and Library Committee, con- 
sisting of seven of its number, three to be a 
quorum, who shall have the custody and care 
of the Library and of the boolis, pamphlets, 
MSS., etc., belonging thereto, catalogue the 
same, enact bye-laws, keep a book in which 
the names and addresses of borrowers, date 
of lending, and of returning of books, etc., 
borrowed, shall be entered,ttand report to Grand 
Committee.

96. In the absence of the Grand Master, Chairman. 
Past Grand Masters, Grand Master Depute,

97. The Grand Committee is the ordinary Powers and 
judicial tribunal of Grand Lodge, and shall 

have full power to determine all matters 
coming before it, whether remitted for its con- 
sideration by Grand Lodge or arising out of 
any emergency occurring in the interval be- 
twixt the Quarterly Communications; and for 
that purpose to sutnmon brethren to attend, 
examine witnesses, and call for productions. 
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It shall regularly report all its transacibons for 
the information and approval or disapproval of 
Grand Lodge. All remits from Grand Lodge 
shall be taken up by Grand Committee at its 
first ordinary meeting after each remit. 

98. The Ordinary Meetings of Grjmd Com- 
mittee shall be held on the second last 
Thursday of every month ; but Grand Com- 
mittee may dispense with or alter the day of 
any of its statutory meetings. 

99. The Grand Secretary shall, upon the 
requisition of five duly qualified members of 
Grand Committee, call a meeting thereof, to be 
held within four days after receipt of such 
requisition. 

100. No business shall be taken up and 
considered by Grand Committee which h^s not 
been notified in the circular calling tSie meet- 
ing, except such as may be intimated subse- 
quent to the printing of the Agenda, and 
requires immediate attention. 

101. A meeting of Grand Committee shall 
be held at least one month previous to the 
annual meeting of Grand Lodge in November, 
to take measures for the selection and nomina- 
tion of candidates to fill up the vacant offices 
in Grand Lodge for the ensuing year. Such 
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selectiqgi or nomination shall, however, in no 
way affect the ultimate decision of Grand 
Lodge, whiq^ possesses the right to nominate 
and elect its Office-Bearers. 

102. At the meeting of Grand Committee 
on the second last Thursday of December 
annually, a report shall be made by Grand 
Secretary of all Lodges in arrear of Annual 
Certificates, etc., and liable to be struck off 
the Roll of Grand Lodge. 

103. An inventory and valuation of the 
moveable property belonging to Grand Lodge, 
together with a rental and valuation of the 
heritable property, shall be made up by Grand 
Secretary and Grand Treasurer respectively, on 
the second last Thursday of October annually, 
which inventor, valuation, etc., shall be laid 
before Grand Committee at its next meeting, 
and be Examined and doequeted by its Chair- 
man if correct, and thereafter inserted in the 
minutes. 

104. No property shall be purchased or 
sold without the consent and authority of 
Grand Lodge. 

106. All heritable property belonging to 
Grand Lodge shaft be held by Trustees 
appointed by Grand Lodge.

power either to proceed with the consideration 
of the case, or to report the same, for instruc* 
tions, to the next Quarterly Commxmication ol 
Grand Lodge.

Grand Secretary shall mark 
on the back of each paper the date when 
the same was lodged, and shall immediately 
make a copy thereof for, and at the expense of, 
the opposite party, except iii the cay. bf a 
petition wherewith cert^icate of service has 
been produced. 

112. With each petition or with answers, 
appeal or other pleadings, there shall be paid 
a fee of five shillings. There shall . also be 
paid a fee of one shilling at each borrowing or 
returning of the process or productions. Over 
and above the foresaid fees^here shall be paid, 
for all extracts of the proceedings, at the rate 
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of twq^shillings and sixpence for the first sheet, 
and one shilling and sixpence for each ad- 
ditional she^t, by the party requiring the same ; 
the like fees being exigible for the copies of 
papers requiring to be made under the pre- 
ceding regulation. 


113. The judgments of Grand Committee Final judgj^nu 
(when not appealed from within one montli), not rcv^ewabi^' 
and of Grand Lodge shall be held to be final 
and not reviewable by any tribunal whatever ; 
and any party challenging, or refusing to 
submit to, or implement the same, shall be 
liable to expulsion from Grand Lodge, de- 
privation of Masonic privileges, or such other 
punishment or censure as Grand Lodge may 
see proper to inflict.

114. Scotland, the Colonies, and Foreign Erection of

parts shall be divided into Provinces or Dis- Provinces or 

tricts for Masonic purposes. In Colonies and 

Foreign parts, the titles “District Grand 

Master ’’ and “ District Grand Lodge ’’ shall 

be used to distingitish such Office-Bearers and 

Lodges from Provincial Grand Masters and 
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Provincial Grand Lodges in Scotlan(^ The 
precedency of Provincial and District Grand 
Lodges shall be regulated by the <Jates of their 
respective Charters of Erection. 

116. Each Province or District shall have 
a Provincial or District Grand Master appointed 
by Commission from Grand Lodge, for which 
Commission a fee of ten pounds ten shillings 
shall be exigible. Provincial and District 
Grand Masters shall be styled “Right Wor- 
shipful,” and the other Office-Bearers shall be 
styled “Worshipful.” In Colonial possessions 
and Dependencies of the Crown, and in 
Foreign parts, each District Grand Master 
shall be styled “ Right Worshipful Grand 
Master of Scottish Freemasonry in ” 

(naming the Colony, Dependency, or District). 

116. Commissions to Provincial and* Dis- 
trict Grand Masters shall lapse at the expiry 
of five years from date of issue. Provincial 
and District Grand Masters shall be eligible 
for reappointment. A fee of two pounds two 
shillings shall be exigible on renewal of Com- 
mission. 

117. The Provincial or District Grand 
Master, Past Provincial District Grand 
Masters, with all the Office-Bearers (excepting 
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the Piovincial or District Grand Tyler), all 
Past Masters who have filled the Chair as 
Master of Daughter Lodge in the Province 
or District for one year, and who are contri- 
buting members to a Lodge in said Province or 
District, and have paid their fees, and the 
Masters, Immediate Past Masters, and War- 
dens of the several Lodges in the Province 
or District which have complied with the 
Regulations of Grand Lodge, shall form each 
Provincial or District Grand Lodge, and be 
entitled to vote therein. But no member of 
the Grand Lodge of Scotland, holding office in 
a Lodge under any other Masonic Constitu- 
tion, shall be entitled to hold office, or to vote, Di&quaiificatio* 
in any Scottish District Grand Lodge, or 
Daughter Lodge, unless under Dispensation 
granted by the Grand Master Masou oi 
Scotland. 

118. Each Provij?cial or District Grand Office-Bearer* 
Master shall be entitled to choose and appoint MdSoctive. 
by Commission, from time to time, a Depute 
Master, a Substitute Master, a Secretary, and 
a Chaplain or Chaplains. Such other Office- 
Bearers, as Senior Warden, Junior Warden, 

Treasurer, Senior Deacon, Junior Deacon, 

Architect, Jeweller, Bible-Bearer, Director of 
Ceremonies, Swbrd - Bearer, Director of 
Music, Standard-Bearer, Steward, Inner Guard,

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and Tyler, shall be elected annually Pro- 
vincial and District Grand Lodges. All of 
them (commissioned and clectivg) must be 
Master Masons in good standing on the Roll of 
the Grand Lodge of Scotland, hailing from 
Lodges and having a residence in the neigh- 
bourhood or within the Province or District, 
but not necessarily Masters, Past Masters, or 
Wardens of Lodges in the Province or District. 
In District Grand Lodges in Colonial or Foreign 
parts, embracing large territory, it shall be com- 
petent for District Grand Masters to appoint 
Superintendents over outlying districts of such 
territory, whose duty shall be to superintend the 
working of the Lodges in the localities assigned 
to them, subject to the control and direction 
of their District Grand Masters, and to report 
from time to time thereon.

120. In the absence of the Provincial or 
District Grand Master the Chair shall be taken 
in the following order: — ^The Immediate Past 
or any Past Provincial dt District Grand 
Master of the Province or District, the Pro* 
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vincial^ Grand Master Depute, the Substitute 
Provincial Grand Master, the Senior Provincial 
Grand Warj^en, the Junior Provincial Grand 
Warden, the Master of the Senior Lodge 
present. In the absence of the Provincial 
Grand Wardens, their Chairs shall be filled by 
the Masters present according to the seniority 
of their respective Lodges in the Province. 

121. At all meetings of a Provincial or Rank and 
District Grand Lodge, precedence and past 

rank shall be regulated by the practice of 
Grand Lodge. Installed Office-Bearers, on 
the expiry of their periods of office, shall be 
entitled to the past rank of their respective 
offices. 

122. The Office-Bearers of a Provincial or Office-Bearers 
District Grand Lodge (with the exception of w*ith°ffidr”p^v* 
the Vr#vincial dr District Grand Master), do 

not take rank out of their Province or District ; dothmg. 
they are, however, entitled to wear their cloth- 
ing as Provincial or District Grand Office- 
Bearers in all Masonic meetings. 

123. Each Provincial or District Grand Provincial 
Master, or the Depute or the Substitute Pro- Grand^Masters 
vincial or District Grand Master, shall visit Jhetr* Lodges***

All further procedure before it, shall, 
in such cases, take place at the instance of 
Provincial or District Grand Lodge itself, and 
the whole expenses be defrayed by it.

133. When a Provincial or District Grand 
Lodge becomes dormant, or fails to comply 
with the requirements of the Constitution and 
Laws, the Lodges in the Province or District 
come under the immediate superintendence of 
Grand Lodge. 

134. Grand Lodge or Grand Committee 
has full power at any time to convene a Pro- 
vincial or District Grand Lodge, independently 
of the Provincial or District Grand Master, by 
orders transmitted through Grand Secretary 
to the Master of one of the Lodges in the 
District, who shall summon the meeting to be 
held within ten days thereafter, or for such day 
as shall be intimated to him. 

135. On the appointment of a Provincial or 
District Grand Master, he ^shall convene the 
Provincial or District Grand Lodge', ^ and lay 
before it his Commission within six months of 
its date, otherwise it shall be null and void, 
except in cases of Provincial or District Grand 
Lodges in the Colonies and Foreign parts, or 
on cause shown to the satisfaction of Grand 
Committee.

Fund, and be kept separate from the ordinary 
income of Provincial or District Grand Lodge* 
The Lodges in the Metropolitan District shall 
pay the same fees to Grand Committee, to 
meet ^the necessary expenses of the Visitation 
Commit!fee in visiting and supervising these 
Lodges, and for purposes of benevolence on 
behalf of applicants belonging to the said 
Lodges.

masons, that the Lodge is really held under 
the denomination of a Lodge of Freemasons, 
and in strict conformity with their rules and 
usages ; that the terms of the Charter granted 
by Grand Lodge have been duly observed : 
and also that the enactments contained in the 
Constitution and Laws have been fully com- 
plied with, so far as the same depends upon 
the applicants.

identity and distress of the applicants. On pre- 
sentation of petitions by widows, their marriage 
certificate or satisfactory evidence of marriage 
shall be required. 

208. In cases of peculiar urgency it shall 
be competent for Grand Secretary to call a 
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special ipeeting of the Committee to consider 
and dispose of such cases, without waiting for 
the usual monthly meeting ; and further, it 
shall be competent for Grand Secretary to Ca»uai rdief 
authorise Grand Treasurer to give such poor 
brethren as may appear proper objects of relief, 
any sum not exceeding ten shillings, if the 
exigency of their circumstances sliould not 
admit of the delay necessary to lay their cases 
before the Benevolent Fund Committee. Such 
sums shall be regularly entered in a book kept 
for the purpose, together with the name of 
the individual relieved, and the Lodge he 
belongs to, and shall be initialled by the in- 
dividual upon receipt of the sum given. Grand 
Trcasvuer shall be entitled to hold in his hands a 
sum not exceeding five pounds for that purpose. 

209. No relief shall be granted .to any Partiea recom- 

pctitionrr xmless ' those recommending the to bo 

petition be present to give all necessary infor- p'^*““** 
mation to the Committee as to the circum- 
stances of the case; or shall have forwarded 

the information in writing, or shall furnish 
the same through a member of Committee. 

210. The Committee shall not allow appli- Repeated appli-

211. The mone)rs received shall, from time 
to time, be paid into bcinlc, to an account 
kept in name of the Fimd of Scottish Masonic 
Benevolence. 

212. Ten per cent, of the moneys received 
shall be aimually set apart to form a sinking 
fund, and the yearly interest shall be applicable 
to purposes of benevolence, in addition to the 
annual revenue. 

213. The sums to be distributed in each 
year by the Committee shall not exceed the 
receipts for that year, including interest on 
capital, but imder deduction of the ten per 
cent, to be set apart as a sinking fund. The 
amoimt unappropriated on each year’s contri- 
butions (including the ten per cent, before- 
mentioned) shall be regularly capitalised on 
the last Thursday of November annually. 


THE ANNUITY FUND. 

214. The name of the fund shall be “The 
Annuity Fund.” 

215. The fvmd shall br under the manage- 
ment of the Annuity Board, which shall consist 
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of the. members of Grand Committee, and 
shall be supervised by Finance Committee. 

Five members shall form a quorum of the Quorum. 
Board. 

216. Grand Secretary shall be Secretary Secreury’i 
to the Board, and shall keep a register of the 
applications, with the particulars thereof, record 

the result of the same, and generally conduct 
all correspondence. Grand Treasurer shall be dutiefc”*^* 
Treasurer to the Board, and shall keep account 
of all sums received and disbursed in connec- 
tion with the fund. He shall keep the funds 
in a special bank account, in which he shall 
deposit all moneys received, within two days 
after its receipt. He shall also report to the 
Quarterly Communication of Grand Lodge, in 
May and November, the number and amount 
of annuities granted at the preceding meeting

217. The Board shall meet in April and Time of 
October of each year for the election of 
annuitants, and at such other times as may 

be necessary for managing the fund. The 
income which has arisen during the year ending 
in November preceding, with any surplus of 
previous years, shall, subject to previous claims, 
form the fund foredisposal at these meetings.

219. The fund shall consist of donations 
from Lodges and individual brethren, of one- 
half of the annual free income of Grand Lodge, 
of any other sums that Grand Lodge may 
see proper to grant, and of the proceeds of the 
annual collection made on St John’s Day — 
a7th December — or on such other occasion as 
the annual election and installation of Office-

India. — The Grand Master of All Scottish 
Freemasonry in India is empowered (i) from 
time to time to appoint by special commission 
properly qualified brethren to officially visit 
such Lodges within his Masonic jurisdiction 
as it may be impossible or inconvenient for 
himself, his Depute or Substitute, to visit 
annually, as directed by the Constitution ; and 
(2) to instruct that such officei's of the said 
Grand Lodge as may not have been formerly 
installed at a meeting of the said Grand Lodge 
be recognised and received in Daughter Lodges 
in the same manner as if they had been formally 
inducted into office, provided always that such 
uninstalled officers have taken the oath of 
fidelity, as directed by the said Grand Master, 
and are acting imder the instructions of, and 
representing, the Grand Master and Grand 
Lodge of All India . — August 5, 1880. 

Physical Disqualifications. — The totally 
blind and the deaf and dumb are inadmissible. 
Lodges are allowed to ’exercise their own dis- 
cretion as to the initiation of Candidates who 
are mutilated in, or minus, a Vxmh.—Ftbruary 
6, 187A 
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REGULATIONS UNDER WHICH THE 
MARK IS CONFERRED. ' 

The following are the Resolutions of the 
Committee appointed by Grand Lodge and 
Supreme Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Scot* 
land on Mark Masoiuy, which were adopted 
by these two bodies, and declared to be held 
as laws and statutes of Grand Lodge : — 

i. That all l^odges holding of the Grand Lodge of 
Scotland shall be allowed to work the Mark 
Degree in virtue of the Charters which they 
already possess. 

a. That, to prevent confusion with brethren belong- 
ing to Lodges out of this Kingdom, or with 
Sister Grand Lodges, this Degree, although held 
by the Grand Lodge to be a second part of the 
Fellow- Craft Degree, shall only be conferred on 
Master Masons, and tht tecrtts shall only bt com- 
municaUd in prtsentt oj those who have taktn it 
either from a Lodge or Chapter etftitled, to grant it. 

3. 'Fhat the Grand Lodge of Scotland and the 

Supreme Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Scot- 
land shall adopt the same Ritual in conferring 
the Degree, being that now adjusted by their 
respective Committees. 

4. That any Candidate applying to be admitted to 

the Royal Arch Degrees — if he has received this 
Degree in a regular Lodge — shall not require 
to take it a second time from the Chapter into 
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which he seeks admission ; but in the event oi 
his not having received it, he shall be obliged 
to take it from that Chapter. 

5. That as regards the Royal Arch Degrees, this 

Degree shall be reckoned the Fourth Degfree in 
Masonry. 

6 . 'Fhat nothing contained in these Regulations 

shall interfere with the superintendence which 
the Supreme Grand Royal Arch Chapter ciaums 
over Mark Masonry out of Scotland — or with 
tlie Lodges holding of it in England or Abroad. 
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APPENDIX 1. 


Grand Lodge was instituted on Tuesday, 30th 
November 1736, at a meeting held in Mary’s Chapel, 
Niddry’s Wynd, Edinburgh, by the Masters and Wardens, 
or Proxy Masters and Proxy Wardens, of the following 
Lodges, viz.: — Mary’s Chapel, Kilwinning, Canongate 
Kilwinning, Kilwinning Scots Arms, Kilwinning Leith, 
Kilwinning Glasgow, Cupar of Fife, Linlithgow, Dun- 
fermline, Dundee, Dalkeith, Aitchison’s Haven, Selkirk, 
Inverness, Lesmahagow, Saint Bride’s at Douglas, Lanark, 
Hamilton, Dunse, Kirkcaldy, Journeymen Masons of 
Edinburgh, Kirkintilloch, Biggar, Sanquhar, Peebles, 
Glasgow St Mungo, Greenock, Falkirk, Aberdeen, Mary- 
burgh ; Canongate and Leith, Leith and Canongate ; 
Montrose. The First Quarterly Communication was held 
on 12th January 1737. 

The Constitution and Laws, embodied into a code 
between the years 1765 and 1801, and published as an 
appendix to a Masonic work in 1804, were subsequently 
and at different periods subjected to revision with a view 
to their being printed in a separate form for the guidance 
of the brethren. This was accomplished in 1836, and 
there have been editions issued in 1848, 1863, 1866, 1868, 
1871, 1874, 1879, 1881, 1886, and 1896. The present 
edition is published in August 1904. 

The Foundation-Stone of Freemasons’ Hall was 
laid on 34th June 1858. The Hall was consecrated 24th 
February 1859. 

The Fund of Scottish Masonic Benevolence wa» 
instituted by Grand Lodge in August 1846. 
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The Annuity Fund was established by Grand Lodge 
in November 1888. - Annuities first granted in January 
1889. 

Diplomas first issued by Grand Lodge in 1765 : it was 
then and for nearly a century optional to Lodges to receive 
such diplomas. In 1862 it was made imperative that each 
Master Mason should possess a Grand Lodge diploma. 

His Royal HighnessThe Prince of Wales (Edward Vll.) 
was, at a Special Communication of Grand Lodge in October 
1870, installed and invested as Patron of Scottish Free- 
masonry. The Patron’s jewel consists of a gold star, 
surmounted by a Prince of Wales’ feather in silver, 
studded with small gems, and having the square, com- 
pass, and segment attached underneath. In the centre 
of the star is the figure of St Andrew on a dark blue 
enamelled ground, surrounded with a wreath of thistles. 
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APPENDIX It 


Tli« Antlent Ohargos of Froo and Aooepted Masoaa. 

1. CONCERNING GOD AND RELIGION. 

A Mason is obliged, by his tenure, to obey the moral 
law ; and if he rightly imderstand the art, he will never 
be a stupid atheist nor an irreligious libertine. He, of all 
men, should best understand that God seeth not as man 
seeth ; for man looketh at the outward appearance, but 
God looketh to the heart. A Mason is therefore particu- 
larly bound never to act against the dictates of his con- 
science. Let a man's religion or mode of worship be 
what it may, he is not excluded from the Order, provided 
he believe in the glorious Architect of heaven and earth, 
and practise the sacred duties of morality. Masons unite 
with the virtuous of every persuasion in the firm and 
pleasing bond of fraternal love ; they are taught to view 
the errors of mankind with compassion, and t5 strive, 
by the purity of their own conduct, to demonstrate the 
superior excellence of the faith they may profess. Thus 
Masonry is the centre of union between good men and 
true, and the happy means of conciliating friendship 
amongst those who must otherwise have remained at a 
perpetual distance. 

n. OF THE CIVIL MAGISTRATE, SUPREME AND SUBORDINATE. 

X 

\ 

A Mason is a peaceable subject to the civil powers, 
wherever he resides or works, and is never to be concerned 
in plots and conspiracies against the jteace and welfare of 
the nation, not to behave himself undutifully to inferior 
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magistrates. He is cheerfully to conform to every lawful 
authority ; to upheld, on every occasion, the interest of 
the community, and zealously promote the prosperity of 
his own country. Masonry has ever flourished in times 
of peace and been always injured by war, bloodshed, and 
confusion ; so that kings and princes, in every age, have 
been much disposed to encourage the craftsmen on 
account of their peaceableness and loyalty, whereby they 
pratically answer the cavils of their adversaries, and 
promote the honoiur of the fraternity. Craftsmen are 
bound by peculiar ties to promote peace, cultivate 
harmony, and live in concord and brotherly love. 


III. OF LODGES. 

. A Lodge is a place where Freemasons assemble to work, 
and to instruct and improve themselves in the mysteries 
of the antient science. In an extended sense, it applies 
to persons as well as to place; hence every regular 
assembly or duly organised meeting of Masons is called 
a Lodge. Every brother ought to belong to some Lodge, 
and be subject to its bye-laws and the general regulations 
of the craft. A Lodge may be either general or particular, 
as will be best imderstood by attending it, and there a 
knowledge of the established usages and customs of the 
craft is alone to be acquired. From antient times no 
Master or Fellow could be absent from his Lodge, 
especially when warned to appear at it, without in- 
curring a severe censure, unless it appeared to the 
Master and Wardens that pure necessity hindered him. 

The persons made Masons or admitted members of a 
Lodge must be good and true men, free born, and of 
mature and discreet age and sound judgment, no bond- 
men, no women, ct> inunoral or scandalous men, but of 
good report. 
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rv. OF MASTERS, WARDENS, FELLOWS, AND APPRENTICES. 

All preferment among Masons is grounded upon real 
worth and personal merit only; so that the lords may 
well be served, the brethren not put to shame, nor the 
royal craft despised; therefore no Master or Warden is 
chosen by seniority, but for his merit. It is impossible 
to describe these things in writing, and therefore every 
brother must attend in his place, and learn them in a 
way peculiar to this fraternity. Candidates may, never- 
theless, know that no Master should take an Apprentice 
unless he has sufficient employment for him ; and unless 
he be a perfect youth, having no maim or defect in his 
body that may render him incapable of learning the art, 
of serving his Master's lord, and of being made a brother, 
and then a Fellow-Craft in due time, after he has served 
such a term of years as the custom of the country 
directs ; and that he should be descended of honest 
parents; tliat so, when otherwise qualified, he may 
arrive to the honour of being the Warden, and then the 
Master of the Lodge, the Grand Warden, and at length the 
Grand Master of all the Lodges, according to his merit. 

No brother c£m be a Warden until he has passed the 
part of a Fellow-Craft, nor a Master vmtil he ha- acted 
as a Warden, nor Grand Warden until he has been Master 
of a Lodge, nor Grand Master 'unless he has been a 
Fellow-Craft before his election, who is also to be nobly 
born, or a gentleman of the best fashion, or some 
eminent scholar, or some curious architect, or other 
artist, descended of honest parents, and who is of 
singularly great merit in the opinion of the Lodges, 
/kid for the better, and easier, and more honourable 
discharge of his office, the Grand Master has a power 
to choose his own Deputy Grand Master, who must then 
be, or have formerly been, the Master of a particular 
Lodge, and who has the privilege of acting whatever the 
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Grand Master, his principal, should act, unless the said 
principal be presen*, or interpose his authority by letter. 

These rulers and governors, supreme and subordinate, 
of the antient Lodge, are to be obeyed in their respective 
stations by all the brethren, according to the old charges 
and regulations with all humility, reverence, love, and 
alacrity. 

V. OF THE MANAGEMENT OF THE CRAFT IN WORKING. 

All Masons shall work honestly on working days, that 
they may live creditably on holy days; and the time 
appointed by the law of the land, or confirmed by 
custom, shall be observed. 

The most expert of the Fellow-Craftsmen shall be 
chosen or appointed the master or overseer of the lord’s 
work, who is to be called master by those that work 
under him. The craftsmen are to avoid all ill language, 
and to call each other by no disobliging name, but 
brother or fellow ; and to behave themselves courteously 
within and without the Lodge. 

The Master, .knowing himself to be able of cunning, 
shall undertake the lord’s work as reasonably as possible, 
and t ily dispend his goods as if they were his own ; 
nor to give more wages to any brother or apprentice 
than he really may deserve. 

Both the Master and the Masons receiving their wages 
justly shall be faithful to the lord, and honestly finish 
their work, whether task or journey; nor put the work 
to task that hath been accustomed to journey. 

None shall discover envy at the prosperity of a brother, 
nor supplant him, nor put him out of his work, if he 
be capable to finish the same; for no man can finish 
another's work so much to the lord’s profit, unless he 
be thoroughly acquainted with the designs and draughts 
of him that began it.

APPENDIX II. 


When a Fellow* Craftsman is chosen Warden of the work 
under the Master, he shall be true bcth to Master and 
Fellows, shall carefully oversee the work in the Master’s 
absence, to the lord’s profit, and his brethren shall 
obey him. 

All Masons employed shall meekly receive their wages 
without murmuring or mutiny, and not desert the Master 
till the work be finished. 

A younger brother shall be instructed in working, to 
prevent spoiling the materials for want of judgment, and 
for increasing and continuing of brotherly love. 

All the tools used in working shall be approved by 
the Grand Lodge. 

No labourer shall be employed in the proper work of 
Masonry ; nor shall Freemasons work with those that are 
not free, without an urgent necessity ; nor shall they teach 
labourers and unaccepted Masons, aa they should teach 
a brother or fellow. 


■ VI. OF BEHAVIOUR. 

I. In the Lodge while constituted, — You are not to 
hold private conunittees, or separate conversation, without 
leave from the Master, nor talk of anythixig imperti'^ently 
or unseemly, nor interrupt the Master or Wardens, or any 
brother speaking to the Master ; nor behave yourself 
ludicrously or jestingly while the Lodge is engaged in 
what is serious and solemn ; nor use any iml^coming 
language upon any pretence whatsoever ; but to pay due 
reverence to your Master, Wardens, and Fellows, and put 
them to worship. If any complaint be brought, the 
brother found guilty shall stand to the award and' deter- 
mination of the Lodge, who are the proper and competent 
judges of all such controversies (unless you carry them 
by appeal to the Grand Lodge), and to whom they ought 
to be referred, unless a lord’s work be hindered die 
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meanwhile, in which case a particular reference may be 
made; bul you mi.'i>t never go to the law about what 
concerneth Masonry, without an absolute necessity ap- 
parent to the Lodge. 

3. After the Lodge is ever, and the brethren not gone . — 
You may enjoy yourselves with innocent mirth, treating 
one another according to ability, but avoiding all excess, 
or forcing any brother to eat or drink beyond his inclina- 
tion, or hindering him from going when his occasions call 
him, or doing or saying anything offensive, or that may 
forbid an easy and free conversation ; for that would blast 
our harmony, and defeat our laudable purposes. There- 
fore, no private piques or quarrels must be brought 
within the door of the Lodge, far less any quarrels about 
religion, or nations, or state policy, we being only, as 
Masons, of the universal religion above mentioned; we 
are also of all nations, tongues, kindreds, and are re- 
solved against all politics, as what never yet conducted 
to the welfare of the Lodge, nor ever will. 

3. Whet\ brethren meet without strangers, but not in 
a Lodge formed.-*-Yovi are to salute one another in a 
courteous manner, as you will be instructed, calling each 
other brother, freely giving mutual instruction as shall be 
thought expedient, without being overseen or overheard, 
and without encroaching upon each other, or derogating 
from that respect which is due to any brother, were he 
not a Mason; for though all Masons are, as brethren, 
upon the same level, yet Masonry takes no honour from 
a man that he had before; nay, rather it adds to his 
honour, especially if he has deserved well of the brother- 
hood, who must give honour to whom it is due, and 
avoid ill manners, 

4. In fresenee ofi strangers not Masons.— 'Ho\x shall 
be cautious in your words and carriage, that the most 
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penetrating stranger shall not be able to discover and 
find out what is not proper to be intimated ; and some- 
times you shall divert a discourse, and manage it prudently 
for the honour of the worshipful fraternity. 

5. A( homt and in your neighbourhood, — You are to 
act as becomes a moral and wise man ; particularly not 
to let your family, friends, and neighbours know the con- 
cerns of the Lodge, etc., but wisely to consult your own 
honour, and that of your antient brotherhood, for reasons 
not to be mentioned here. You must also consult 
your health by not continuing together too late or too 
long from home after Lodge hours are past ; and by 
avoiding of gluttony or drunkenness, that your families 
be not neglected or injured, nor you disabled from 
working. 

6 . Toivards a strange brother , — You are cautiously to 
examine him in such a method as prudence shall direct 
you, that you may not be imposed upon by an ignorant 
false pretender, whom you are to reject with contempt 
and derison, and beware of giving him any hints of 
knowledge. But if you discover him to be a true and 
genuine brother you are to respect ^im accordingly; 
and if he is in want, you must relieve him if you can, 
or else direct him how he may be relieved. You must 
employ him some days, or else recommend him to be 
employed. But you are not charged to do beyond 
your ability; only to prefer a poor brother that is a 
good man and true before anv other poor people in the 
rame circumstances. 

Finally. — All these charges you are to observe, and 
also those that shall be communicated to you in 
another way ; cultivating brotherly love, the foundation 
and cope-stone, the cement and glc.ry of this antient 
fraternity, avoiding all wrangling and quarrelling, ail 
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slander and backbiting, nor permitting others to slander 
any honest brother, but defending his character and 
doing him all good offices, as far as is consistent with 
your honour and safety, and no further. And if any 
of them do you injury, you must apply to your own or 
his Lodge; and from thence you may appeal to tire 
Grand Lodge, at the Quarterly Communication, as has 
been the antient laudable conduct of our forefathers in 
every nation ; never taking a legal course but when the 
case cannot be otherwise decided, and patiently listening 
to the honest and friendly advice of Master and Fellows, 
when they would prevent you going to law with strangers, 
or would excite you to put a speedy period to all law- 
suits, that so you may find the affair of Masonry with 
the more alacrity and success ; but with respect to 
brothers or fellows at law, the Master and brethren 
should kindly offer their mediation, which ought to be 
thankfully submitted to by the contending brethren ; and 
if that submission is impracticable, they must, however, 
carry on their process, or lawsuit, without wrath or 
rancour (not in the common way), saying or doing 
nothing whicli may hinder brotherly love and good offices 
to be renewed a^d continued, that all may see tlic 
benign influence of Masonry, as all true Masons have 
done from the beginning of the world, and will do to 
the end of time.
